Meeting of the Merchants Toenight. 


In avother column will be found 
a call for a merchant meeting at 
Metropolitan Hall. Col. T. C. Fuller 
wiil address the meeting. Not only 
the merchants but every citizen is 
interested in this meeting. As the 
case is now the Solicitor proposes to 
quash the indictments of all who 
took out license before the 12th of 
January. This throws tbe half costs 
in such cases upon the county and 
will amount to or about $500 so that 
by the haste and indiscretion of the 
Solicitor the people of the county 
will have the additional amount of 
taxation to bear, and this too when 
the Grand Jury as he says instructed 
him not to indict those who took out 
license before the 12°h. ‘Such being 
the case we think the Solicitor ought 
to pay the costs himself. Certainly 
it ought not to be paid by the county 
and the County Commissioners 
should not allow it. Let there be a 
full meeting, for the matter as it n -w 
stands is net only with the mer- 
chants but one of public concern. 


Decision About Lotteries. 


In the case of the State against J. 
B. Bryant from Wake it seems the 
defendant had been dealing with Jot- 
tery in this city and was therefor in- 
dicted, and in the court below Judge 
Watts quashed theindictment. The 
State appealed to the Supreme Court 
and the court affirmed Judge Watts, 
Judge Settle stating that the mana- 
gers of a lottery or their agents who 
sold the tickets are indictable by the 
statute but the purchasers of such 
tickets are not indictable, 


The recent decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of D. M. Buie and 
wife vs. M. B. & Loan Association, 
from New Hanover, is not important 
as affects the other associations in 
the State. This was a demurrer on 
account of improper parties to the 
suit, and the court below sustained 
the demurrer. The Supreme Court 
reversed the demurrer, saying the 
joinder of the parties worked no it-

Now some of the offices 
which employ Union printers see 
work going away from them to 
an establishment where low 
prices for job work prevail. 
Hence this clamor in the Senti- 
nel. *“‘Sledge-Hammer” ‘* Piaster- 
er.”’ *‘Carpenter” have nothing to 
do with it. Such of the articles as 
are not written by Mr. Turnér him- 
self, are the product of Union printers 
who, unwiiliug to work for reason- 
uble wages, are seeking to force this 
office to pay their faney “‘combina- 
tion’? prices, and are really clamoring 
for the bread earned by our em- 
j loyees. Were the Niws to yield to 
the clamor, increased prices of job 
work would drain the business men 
of bundreds ef dollars they onght not 
to pay.
